MEXICO CANCELS FISHING AGREEMENTS WITH U.S.

[Text] Mexico City, 29 Dec (LATIN)=-Mexico has decided to terminate its fishing agree- 


ments with the United States after the two nations failed to reach an agreement on fishing 
rights, official sources said today. 


They added that the cancellation of the two agreements, a bilateral agreement and another 
one which is part of the international fishing convention, means that the United States 

is banned from fishing within the 200-mile territorial sea of Mexico as of 1 January 1982. 
The main treaty required a cancellation notice a year in advance. 


Mexico, which recently was refused an increase in the quota of squid trawlers in U.S. 
waters, thought the agreements to be unilateral, notably because the profitable tuna 
fishing business was being hurt by U.S. ships operating from the California coast. A 
U.S. Embassy source said that negotiations had been going on all year long to solve the 
problem which occasionally led to the detention of trawlers of both nations. 


In July the United States embargoed Mexican tuna exports for a total of $30 million a 
year after Mexico detained several U.S. trawlers because they did not carry the proper 
permits. Well-informed sources said that the decision to cancel the agreements, which 
would be officially announced tonight, also reflected Mexico's decision to bolster its 
fishing fleet. 


The government recently reported it was expecting to increase its fishing capability from 
the current 600,000 cons a year to 2.4 million tons by 1982.

JAPANESE PRESSURE TO ALTER SEYCHELLES' IWC STAND CLAIMED 
Victoria NATION in English 18 Dec 80 pp 1, 2 


[Text] Seychelles has strongly protested against an attempt by the Japanese Govern- 
ment to link its aid consideration to *he Seychelles Government's position at the 
International Whaling Commission. (IWC). 


The protest was made in a letter written by the Minister of Planning and Economic 
Development to the Japanese Ambassador to Seychelles and in a note to the Japanese 
Foreign Ministry from the Seychelles Ministry of Foreign Affairs, following the 
reply by the Japanese Ambassador to a request by Seychelles for financial assistance, 
under their grant scheme, to acquire a fisheries research-training vessel. 


The Japanese Ambassador wrote in reply to the Seychelles request: "My government 
is facing difficulties in coordinating divergent views concerning the extension of 
such a grant to your country. In particular, the fishery industries in Japan 
strongly oppose the grant in view of your government's attitude at IWC. 


"Therefore, in view of this, all I can say at this time is that if in future your 
government should change its attitude at IWC towards Japan, there would be a 
possibility of my government extending the grant to Seychelles." 


Expressing the vernment's shock at what the NATION considers as a blatant attempt 
at pressuring another government, the Minister of Planning and Development wrote 
back: 


"The Seychelles Government considers that it is undignified for a nation to try to 
impose its views on another through economic cooperation and also equally undigni- 
fied for a nation to accept conditions contrary to what it believes in order to 
receive assistance from another. Such a situation does not represent cooperation 
but domination. 


"The Government of Seychelles would like to point out to your government that for 
over the past 30 years, your fishing vessels have exploited our only natural 
resource which is fish, without making a contribution to our economic development. 
Further, Japan's export to Seychelles is considerable, yet you import nothing from 
us. 


“Your government's attitude is totally contrary to the basic priciple on which 
relationship between modern states is based " 




















Deploring the Japanese attitude in its turn, the Seychelles Foreign Ministry in 
its note said it would appear that "any form of cooperation which the Japanese 
Government is willing to extend to third world countries is one that blatantly 
overrides their vital interests, and any action taken by them to protect these are 
likely to attract measures of retorsion or intimidation from the Japanese Govern- 
ment. 


The note adds: 


"In this particular case, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs regrets to note that the 
Japanese Government, Whilst expressing annoyance with Seychelles’ positive stand 

in IWC, did not take into consideration the indiscriminate and rapacious exploita- 
tion of the Seychelles fisheries resources by the Japanese fishing fleet over many 
years in the recent past. Making Japanese advanced technology available to 
Seychelles to sort out the mess left behind by Japanese fishermen, would constitute 
but a meagre form of restitution. 


"Far from being intimidated, the Seychelles Government will continue to speak in 
the interest of Seychelles and other third world countries, and shall not fail to 
brief these countries on its position vis a vis Japan."

SEYCHELLES PROTESTS JAPAN LINKING AID TO WHALING STAND

[Text] Victoria, Seychelles, 18 Dec (AFP)--The Seychelles Government has strongly 
protested against “an attempt" by Japan to link its aid to the Seychelles’ stand 
at the International Whaling Commission. 


Seychelles had asked Japan to help provide a fisheries research and training ship 
but in reply the Japanese Government had pointed out that the fisheries industries 
in Japan strongly oppose the grant in view of Seychelles attitude at the Inter- 
national Whaling Commission. 





The Japanese ambassador who dealt with the correspondence said there was a possi- 
bility that his country would help if the Seychelles changed its attitude at the 
International Whaling Commission towards Japan. 





The protest letter written to Japan by the Seychellois minister for planning and 
economic development Maxime Ferrari expressed shock at "this blatant attempt at 
pressuring another government." 


"The Seychelles Government considered that it is undignified for a nation to impose 
its views on another through economic cooperation and also equally undignified for 
a nation to accept conditivuns contrary to what it believes in order to receive 
assistance from another," Mr Ferrari said. 


The minister pointed out that for over 30 years Japanese fishing vessels had 
exploited the Seychelles’ only natural resource, fish, without making a meaningful 
contribution to local economic development. 


The Seychellois minister also noted that Japanese exports to the Seychelles were 
considerable but their imports nil. He added that on that matter his country was 
reviewing its trade links with Japan. 


Mr Ferrari later sent a note of protest to Japan at the International Whaling 
Commission. The three leading whaling nations--Japan, South Korea and the Soviet 
Union--are the countries most affected by a campaign totally supported by 
Seychelles to ban commercial whaling.

NORWAY-USSR PACT=-Norway must substantially reduce its coastal fishing next year, 
using passive equipment like net, longline and handline. The reason is that 
Norwegian fishermen will have caught about 80,000 tons more cod this year than is 
stipulated in our fishing agreement with the Soviet Union. According to this year's 
fishing agreement, the total Norwegian cod quota is 191,000 tons, which includes 
40,000 tons coastal cod. Hence, we have greatly exceeded our coastal cod quota, 
using passive equipment. Up to now, this kind of fishing has been completely 
unrestricted, not subject to the stringent quota regulations that apply to trawl 
fishing. The Soviet Union has clearly signaled it will not tolerate this greatly 
excessive fishing.

in Jakarta Monday night that it will allow Japanese fishing boats to operate within 
Indonesia's 200-mile fishing zone provisionally until March 17. It said fishing 


licenses, effective from Tuesday, will be issued to the fishing boats. The Japanese 
lishing boats had been shut from the 200-mile zone of Indonesia since December 18. 


Offictals accompanying Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki on his current tour of member countries 
of the Assoctation of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) said President Suharto took note 

of the resumption of fishing operations by Japanese fishing boats in the Indonesian 

200- mile zone in his meeting with Suzuki earlier Monday. This resulted in an early 

response made by Indonesia on Japan's request for allowing resumption of fishing operations. 
Indonesia established the 200-mile exclusive zone last March. It notified countries 
concerned last November that it will allow fishing boats of these countries to operate 
provistonally in the zone through licenses for three months from December 18. Since 

then, 98 Japanese tuna fishing boats had applied for licenses but Indonesia failed to 

issue the licenses.

| Text ] Mr Yongyut Khongsuphapsiri, the president of the Fishermen's 
Association, has revealed that the Fishermen's Association in Samut 
Gakhon has gathered together those members interested in fishing in 
foreign territorial waters because they cannot fish in the Gulf of 
Thailand due to the poor economic situation. The price of fish is 
low. The price of gasoline is high and this has led to high 
production costs. The coastal waters are polluted and the pollution 
has begun to kill large numbers of fish. There is also the problem 
of the expansion of the territorial waters of neighboring countries 
to 200 miles. Fishing catches have declined and this has led to 
financial losses and it is no longer possible to carry on fishing 
activities. A way must be found to negotiate fishing [ rights] in the 
territorial waters of neighboring countries so that [the fishermen ] 
can make a living. 


Mr Yongyut stated that several attempts have been made to discuss 
things with officials at the Deep-Water Fishing Development Center 
of Malaysia but no agreement has een reached. While the Malaysian 
government would be glad to cooperate with the Thai fishermen about 
the fishing activities, there are problems with the laws that protect 
the territorial waters and that protect the jobs of the Malaysian 
fishermen. 


If the Malaysian government allows Thai fishing boats to come within 
12 miles, the Samut Sakhon Fishing Association will immediately send 
at least 100 boats there while holding to the original agreements in 
the “Maruigan” program, which refers to the joint internat ional 
deep-water fishing [program] of Malaysia, which is directed by Mr 
Wongwai Seng. Recently, a representative of the Malaysian government 
discussed matters with the Samut Sakhon Fishing Association, 
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At present, the Samut Sakhon Fishing Association is discussing things 
with government officials of Indonesia and the People's Republic of 
China concerning sending a fleet of fishing boats to operate in 
these territorial waters. At present, the problem of remitting money 
to Thailand is being studied. It has been learned that the government 
of the People's Repbulic of China pays in coupons, which is the 
money made from selling the fish. [The fishermen] can only buy goods, 
or exchange the coupons for goods, and send them back. As for 
Indonesia, it has given them permission to fish along the coast 
using ring nets, submerged nets,"tangke" and fishing poles. However, 
the Samut Sakhon Fishing Association will keep trying until both 
sides agree in principle. 


Arrested In Neighboring Countries

[Text ] Police Colonel Krit Sangkhasap, deputy minister of agriculture 
and cooperatives, has revealed that he has ordered Mr Thaloeng 
Thamrongnawasawat, the undersecretary of the Ministry of Agriulture 
and Cooperatives, to arrange a major conference between the 
government and private sectors in order to find the best solution 
possible to the problem of Thai fishing boats being seized in the 
territorial waters of neighboring countries and other countries. 


These possible solutions will be presented to the cabinet, which will 
decide what to do, 


This problem of fishing boats being seized stems from the fact that, 
while Thai fishermen are skilled fishermen, the number of fish in 
Thai territorial waters has decreased. The fishermen have, therefore, 
risked going and fishing in the territorial waters of other countries. 
The areas where Thai fishing boats have frequently been seized are 
south in the territorial waters of Malaysia and Singapore, in the 
east in the territorial waters of Kampuchea and Vietnam and in the 
west in the territorial waters of Burma and Bangladesh. Besides this, 
there is also the problem of fishing boats being robbed and destroyed. 


Since he became the deputy minister of agriculture and cooperatives, 
more than 30 Thai fishing boats have experienced this problem. Thus, 
we should take definite measures to solve this problem by having them 
continue to make a living by fishing. This is necessary because the 


fishing industry brings approximately 10 billion baht into the 
country each year.

THAILAND SEEKS COOPERATION WITH BANGLADESH OVER FISHING RIGHTS 
Bangkok SIAM RAT in Thai 22 Nov 80 p 2

[Text ] Mr Kangwan Thephatsadin Na Ayuthaya, the deputy undersecretary 
of agriculture and cooperatives, has told a reporter that he will 
lead a group of Thai officials to go discuss things with Bangladesh 
concern cooperation between the two countries fishing 
activities. They will leave on Sunday, 23 November, in order to 
prepare for the initial negotiations before Major General Praman 
Adireksan, the deputy prime minister, leaves on 25 November. 


Mr Kangwan also stated that four matters will be discussed: 


1. A request will be made for cooperation from Bangladesh. Bangladesh 
will be asked to do things in accord with the agreements that have 
already been reached before they bring the cases of Thai fishing 
boats to trial. That is, the matter should first be presented to 
cabinet level committees in both countries for consideration to see 
if there is any way to solve the problem. At present, matters are 
not being handled in accord with this agreement. 


2. In setting fish prices, at present, Bangladesh sets prices 
arbitrarily and this has caused disputes. That is, Bangladesh wants 
to set fish prices as high as possible in order to increase the 
value of their 20 percent share as much as possible. We want to set 
prices lower so we can sell the fish in our country. We will request 
that a representative from Bangladesh establish an office in Ranong 
Province in order to set fish prices in accord with reality. 


3. Bangladesh's regulations for and methods of checking the boats 
are slow and this causes losses. Before the boats can leave to fish, 
they must waste much time. We will request that definite times for 
inspections be specified. It will be requested that each step -- 
checking the boats, fish and so on -- take not more than 2 days. 
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4. Thailand will ask Bangladesh to regard cooperation between 
Thailand and Bangladesh as cooperation between governments. There 
should not be any Seuss finding. The reason for this is so that 
Thai fishermen will not become discouraged and so that Thailand will 
dare to send boats, 


Mr Kangwan also stated that, concerning this cooperation between 
Thailand and Bangladesh, if we think about profits, the profits are 
almost nil. But we gain benefits from the standpoint that the 
fishing grounds have expanded. We do not earn a profit because 
Thailand pays all the costs and expenses. Thailand receives 80 
percent of the income but uses it to cover all the costs and 
expenses, As for the 20 percent received by Bangladesh, it is all 
profit. In actuality, we should receive 49 percent of this profit 
and we will make an effert to obtain it.

JOINT TAIWANESE-AUSTRALIAN FISHING VENTURE SUCCESSFUL 
Perth THE WEST AUSTRALIAN in English 21 Nov 80 pp 46-47 


[Text] The M. G. Kailie fishing group hae just celebrated the first anniversary 
of its participation with Taiwanese interests in operating a Taiwanese-based 
fishing fleet off the Australian coast between the Monte Bello Islands and Cape 
York, 


It believes the experiment has benefited both countries--a belief evidently shared 
by the Federal and State Governments, which have approved the extension of the 
joint project for another 12 months, with the addition of Broome as an inspection 
and re-supply port for the vessels involved. 


The project arose initially from concern by the Taiwanese Government over the arrest 
of Taiwanese vessels for fishing infringements off northern Australian coasts, 

and its inability to discuss the matter directly with the Federal Government, which 
does not extend diplomatic recognition to Taiwan. 


The Taiwanese authorities canvassed instead the possibility of a commercial agree- 
ment which might satisfy Australian requirements over off-shore fishing, mainly 
for species which are important protein sources for Asia but are generally unac- 
ceptable on Australian tables. 


Other Australian fishing companies were not interested. However, Mr Michael Kailis 
and executives of his group agreed to visit Taiwan and discuss the proposal with 
the Fishing Boat Commercial Guild of Kaohsiung, the country's biggest fishing port, 
to which the Taiwanese Government had delegated responsibility for negotiations. 


Preliminary discussions indicated a joint venture might be practical and beneficial 
for both sides. 


However, negotiations proved lengthy, partly because the approval of up to a dozen 
departments involving the Federal, West Australian, Northern Territory, Queensland 
and Taiwanese governments was needed for each successive step, and partly by the 
decision (implemented last year) that Australia's offshore fishing zone was to be 
extended from 12 to 200 nautical miles. 


Eventually, a detailed agreement was reached last year which was acceptable to all 
governments and parties.

respectively. it also imposed upon the Kailie Keoshiung company responsibility 
for the entry of any unauthorised Tatwaneee veesela into Australian fishing sones. 


In ite first year the syetem worked well. The number of unlicensed Taiwanese 
vessels arrested for trespassing in Australian waters fell to two, compared with 
more than 20 the previous year. Tn seeerdance with the agreement, all costs 
involved in both cases were paid by the Kailis Kaohsiung company. 


Licence and access fees for the company vessels have benefited the Australian tax- 
payer by more than $1 million, and local businesses in Port Hedland and Darwin 
have derived bigger sums from crew spending and the provisioning of the ships. 


In the coming year, Broome will become the main WA inspection port for the fleet-- 
a move which may later result in establishing shore fish-processing plants there. 


Nets used will be amended to a Sem mesh to protect immature fish, and the company 
will offer scholarships to Australians to train aboard the big vessels and in Taiwan 
itself in preparation for the time when Australia develops its own long-range 
fishing fleets. 


"We have learnt a lot from this joint venture,” says Mr Kailis. “One important 
point is that it would be unfair and unrealistic to expect high proportionate 
returns; overseas operators often work on very emall profit margins, made tighter 
still by fees required by the Federal Government. 


“Secondly, it is vital to keep in very close touch with overseas partners, and to 
be prepared to travel to meet them as often as necessary to thrash out promptly 
any problems which arise. 


“This kind of personal liaison has brought home to us a third point, perhaps the 
most important of all--that when it gets down to basics there is very little dif- 
ference between people anywhere, as long as they have the same interests." 


Its Taiwanese partnership has encouraged the Kailis group to add other overseas 
ventures to its Australian activities of prawning, crayfish processing, ship- 
building, pearl cultivation and, more recently, mining. 


The group has just completed a contract to build 10 trawlers for the Burmese Govern- 
ment and it is negotiating with the Nigerian Government to establish that country's 
first offshore fishing industry, with Kailis experts providing everything from 

crew training to ships and processing plants.

Bank of Montreal. 


The credit, secured against cash-flow from a 20-year gas supply contract with the 
West Australian State Energy Commission, is for a 12-year period, though it can 
be extended to 1995 if required.

[Text) After yoars of anticipation, the formal go-ahead for the $5000 million 
North West Shelf natural gas project late last month wae almost an anti-climax. 


People are only just starting fully to appreciate the significance of the project. 


Not only will the Shelf provide a major new source of energy for Australia, it 
will strengthen the country's role as one of the world's leading trading nations. 


The participants in the project, Woodside Petroleum Ltd (50 per cent), BP Petroleum 
Development (Aust) Pty Ltd and California Asiatic O11 (each 16.6 per cent), BHP 

Ltd and Shell Development (Aust) Pty Ltd (each 8.3 per cent) are forging ahead 

with the development phase of the project. 


Work has started already at the Withnell Bay site, 10km north of Dampler in 
Western Australia's Pilbara region, where the gas will come ashore. Contracts 
worth $200 million have been let to Australian and overseas companies. 


Considering the size of the project, Australia has felt only minor benefits so far 
of the major advantages that will follow during the 1980s. 


The development phase consists of: 


‘An offshore production platform to be established on the North Rankin gas field 
to supply pipeline gas to WA markets in September 1984. 


“A second platform to be in production on the same field in 1986, lifting total 
gas production to the level required to sustain exports of liquefied natural gas. 


“A third production platform to be established on the nearby Goodwyn gas field 
during the early 1990s. 


“A one-metre diameter pipeline to carry both gas and liquids from the production 
platforms to the coast at Withnell Bay. The 130km pipeline will be buried beneath 
the sea floor. 


“The treatment plant at Withnell Bay to produce large volumes of gas condensate, 
liquefied petroleum gas the liquefied natural gas. 


“Storage and shipping facilities for LNG condensate and LPG. 
“A fleet of specialised carriers to transport the LNG to market. 


Apart from the construction, the joint venture partners have to arrange markets 
for the products of the Shelf. This is proving to be a thorn in their sides. 


While agreement has been reached with the WA-State Energy Commission for the purchase 


of large amounts of gas over 20 years, the partners have failed to reach agreement 
with Japanese utilities for the sale of 6 million tonnes of LNG a year. 











Draft letters of intent have been exchanged, and the joint venturers hope that for- 
mal letters of intent will be exchanged soon. But the Japanese are stil! haggling 
over the price, 


Japan's main industrial newspaper, NIKKAN KOGYO SHIMBUN, reported recently that 
negotiations between the Japanese utilities and the Australian partners over the 
LNG price were deadlocked, 


Despite the tough line of the Japanese, it seems certain they are committed to 
buying the LNG from Australia. 


Once prices have been finalised, the project will at last be parcelled into a neat 
development package and Australia will be set to reap the million dollar benefits.

WEST CONTINUES DOMINANCE OF AUSTRALIAN FISHING

[Excerpts] WA maintained its position as the top fishing State during 1979 with 
its total catch of fish, crustacea and molluscs netting $91 million. 


The catch represents a third of the total of fish hauled in by fishermen around the 
country. 


The elevated position of the WA fishing industry rests firmly on the spikey back 
of the rock lobster, which is by far the biggest money-spinner for the State indus- 


try. 


The 1979 catch was a record 12,000 tonnes, compared with 11,000 tonnes the previous 
year. 


So successful are the State's rock lobster fishermen and exporters that the home- 
grown crustacea find their way on to dinner tables all over the world. 





As well as exporting chilled and frozen lobster tails to the US--the industry's 
biggest export market--and some parts of the Middle East and Europe, a small amount 
of live lobster is flown to Japan. 


The WA Government is heavily involved in the lobster industry. While it does have 
a regulatory function, limiting the number of boats and pots used by fishermen, its 
biggest role is research through the Department of Fisheries and Wildlife. 


Specialised research began only recently, but because of greater demand for rock 
lobsters, it was realised in the early 60s that stocks were being depleted. 


The fishing effort in the industry grew until 1964, when a limit was put on the 
number of boats allowed to operate and the number of pots that could be used. 


The prawn fishing industry in the State can boast similar success, although recent 
years have seen fluctuating catches. 


Prawn trawling on a large commercial scale is a relatively new facet for the State's 
fishing industry. 


The main areas of operation are Shark Bay and Exmouth Gulf, north of Perth. 





In 1979, catches from these areas totalled 3,7 million kilograms. 


CSIRO investigations in 1952 led to a commercial trawling operation starting in 
Shark Bay in 1957. 


Despite good catches, the venture lasted only a year and it was not until 1962 
that prawning began on a major scale. 


Since then, prawn fishing has developed to such an extent that it has now become 
second only to lobster. 


Probably, the State's most romantic finshing industry is the pearl farming venture 
centred on Broome in the north ot the State. 


While pearling has been a valuable industry for almost a century, its most impor- 
tant aspect today is the artificial culture of pearls. 


One of the most recent debuts in the WA industry has been experimental scallop 
harvesting at Shark Bay. 


The industry is increasing in value annually, and looks like being a success. 


Although fishing resources in WA are small by world standards, there is room for 
substantial expansion. 


The greatest potential area for development is in the Indian Ocean and, signifi- 
cantly, the biggest overseas investment in the fishing industry is concentrated 
in WA. 


Currently, three trawlers, one Japanese the other two Korean, and a US purse 
seiner are carrying out feasibility fishing for tuna off WA.

RED SNAPPER QUOTA--The 1980-81 snapper quota for Golden and Tasman bays has been set 
at 600 tonnes, little more than half the level of 1000 tonnes set for the previous 
season.

NAVY OFFICIALS OPPOSE SOUTH ATLANTIC DEFENSE PACT 
Soviet Presence Cause for Concern

[Text] Montevideo--Navy Minister Maximiano da Fonseca said yesterday that the 
penetration of the Soviet Union in the South Atlantic is “cause of great concern," 
but he did not consider the possibility of establishing a pact among the navies 
of the countries in the area to act in that regard. Maximiano made those state- 
ments to the press on his arrival in Montevideo. 


The minister said he was in favor of joint action for exchange among the navies but 
he maintained that the creation of a pact would imply “having to sustain political 
pressures in the future." In his opinion, the navies of the continent are small 
and, for that reason, it would not be necessary to formalize an agreement for the 
defense of the South Atlantic. 


Yesterday, Maximiano da Fonseca had a short meeting with Uruguayan President 
Aparicio Mendez and also saw Defense Minister Walter Ravenna and the commander in 
chief of the navy, Vice Admiral Hugo Marquez. He is to be decorated with the Pedro 
Campbell Order of Naval Merit, a medal that up to now had been awarded only to the 
commander in chief of the Argentine Navy, Admiral Armando Lambruschini. 


South Atlantic Pact Opposed 
Sao Paulo O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 5 Dec 80 p 7 


[Text] In a press conference yesterday prior to being honored by the Store Managers 
Club of Rio de Janeiro on the occasion of Navy Day, which will be celebrated on 

13 December, Commander of the list Naval District Vice Admiral Alfredo Karan 
stressed the following main points: the unnecessary nature of treaties for the 
defense of the South Atlantic, and the assurance that the plan for the national 
supply of equipment will not be abandoned. 


First, Vice Admiral Karan pointed out that the defense of the South Atlantic has 
been a subject that “has received much consideration by Brazilian officials, not 
only naval authorities but also at high national levels. The matter, however, is 
part of a large-scale program which includes renovation of the equipment of the 
navy, Which in the context of the South Atlantic has a role of the utmost impor- 
tance.” 
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Asked about the possibility of a treaty or a formal alliance between the navies 

of Brazil and Acgentina, he replied: "That is a question that depends on foreign 
policy. The alliance already exists and there is no need for new treaties because 
there are already documents in that vegard, including the defense of the area, as 
is the case of the Inter-American Mutual Assistance Treaty." 


As for the possibility of abandoning the plan for the national supply of equipment 
that is being developed by the three service branches--the Navy, Army and Air 
Force--as a consequence of new treaties being signed with the United States for 
supplying macerial, Admiral Karan said that that subject "falls within the purview 
of national high levels and said he had no authority to go into it. In view of 
the insistence of the reporters, he explained that the intention of the United 
States to supply equipment to the Brazilian Navy “does not contradict the national 
supply plan." 


The question of the defense of the South Atlantic was in the news again this week 
after Daniel McMichael, a Ronald Reagan adviser, raised the need to strengthen the 
defense of America against Soviet expansion at the same time that American Rear 
Admiral Clarence Hill published a study supporting the need for Brazil and 
Argentina to modernize their navies. 


Anticipation 


In Brasilia, the Foreign Ministry did not make any official comment on the statement 
made in Washington by Daniel McMichael, that Brazil will be one of the countries 
invited to join the alliance designed to defend strategic minerals and the American 
region against the thrust of the Soviet Union. But informally, diplomatic circles 
recalled the statement made 2 days ago by Reagan himself, to the effect that no 

one is yet authorized to speak in his name, much less to anticipate any point of 
his future administration. As for the merit of McMichael's statement, diplomatic 
circles said that Brazilian concerns with regard to the South Atlantic take into 
account a number of interests which the country seeks to reconcile, among them 
security, foreign policy and investments.

NAVY MINISTER SUPPORTS RETURN TO 12-MILE LIMIT 
Rio de Janeiro O GLOBO in Portuguese 5 Dec 80 p 7 


[Text] Porto Alegre--Navy Minister Maximiano da Fonseca said yesterday that the 
"Brazilian 200-mile territorial sea limit is preventing us from being able to sail 
in the seas of other countries and that lack of freedom is serious for a nation 
that seeks to be a power." 


Admiral Maximiano da Fonseca stressed that Brazil “will not suffer any loss" with 
a return to the 12-mile limit "because all undersea resources, all economic 
interests will be safeguarded." 


Common Zone 


The navy minister declared that an international consensus is developing around what 
is now called an exclusive common zone, which in some cases extends more than 200 
miles, parallel to the 12-mile territorial sea. 


"That is the consensus that is being reached. What happens is that Brazil adopted 
the 200-mile territorial sea limit as other countries had done. What the country 
sought thereby was to preserve its resources. But with that common zone, there 
will be that preservation. 


He pointed out that in supporting that new concept, Brazil “is not yielding."

According to Admiral Maximiano da Fonseca, the great merit in adopting the 200-mile 
territorial sea limit was the fact that it forced the nations "to recognize the 
country's exclusive economic zone, which was not recognized before."

INDLAN EXPERTS PRAISE POTENTIAL~-A team of Indian experts has found that suitable 
conditions exist in Seychelles for breeding of shrimps, prawns, and oysters. The 
two experts, Dr. E. Silas, Director of the Central Marine Fisheries Research 
Inetitute in Cochin (India) and Mr. Mohamed, a scientist at the same institute, 
have, during the past two weeks, been visiting shore areas on Mahe and Praslin 

to study the ecological conditions for the culture of these important food sources. 
Dr. E. Silas explained that marine culture needs clean saline water as well as 
brackish water conditions that are essential at certain stages in the life- 
history of chese crustaceans and molluscs. The two experts, who are here as a 
result of President René's official visit to India last May, are submitting their 
report to the Seychelles Government with suggestions for feasibility studies. The 
Central Marine Fisheries Research Institute in Cochin has developed low-cost 
technology in marine culture and has also made tremendous research in this field. 
India, has been able, for example, to make three harvests of shrimps just one year 
after research to improve the commercial breed of this popular food source. [Text]

GREENLAND'S ECONOMY MINISTER: EC MUST RAISE SALMON QUOTAS 
Godthaad GRONLANDSPOSTEN in Danish 20 Nov 80 p 10 
[Article by “h": "Greenland Will Reject a Salmon Agreement If the Quota I, Not Raised") 


[Text] "Greenland stands very firm on its demand that the salmon quota of only 1,190 
tons which has been in effect since 1972 be increased so that the new one is 
applicable to the 1981 season,” Lars Bmil Johansen, a wember of the national 
government, told AG [expansion unknown) after negotiations with Canada and the 
European Communities in Brussels concerning an agreement ... salmon for the North 
Atlantic. “If we do not get the quota increased, Greenland will not be a party to 

4 salmon agreement, and so there will not be any agreement," Lars Emil Johansen 
maintains. 


"There are three main problems in the negotiations with Canada," Lars Emil Johansen 
went on to say. “One of them is the salmon quota for Greenland in the coming years. 
Greenland wants a quota of 1,700 tons on an annual basis, and a rising quota from 
1981 to 1983. 


"The second principal subject of negotiation is the number of salmon commissioners. 
We on the Danish-Greenland side propose that there should be two--specifically, one 
for the northwestern and one for the northeastern part of the Atlantic. Canada 
wants three commissioners. 


"The third principal question under debate is the one concerning the area which is 
to be covered by the agreement. On this subject, we Greenlanders have said, among 
other things, that if we accept the Canadian proposal for three commissioners the 
convention should include provisions which obligate the country of origin of the 
salmon to permit itself to be subjected to international control in the form of catch 
limitations, environmental measures, etc., even on rivers and in their vicinity." 


Greenland's Arguments 


Lars Emil Johansen says that Greenland's demand for a higher salmon quota is supported 
by a number of arguments, as follows: 


"In the negotiations with Canada, we have referred to “he improvement in the salmon 
population which has taken place as a result of the regulation Greenland accepted at 





the IGNAF [expansion unknown] agreement of 1972 setting a quota for Greenland of 
1,190 tons, and, beginning in 1976, all salmon fishing in Greenland was discontinued 
with the exception of catches by Greenland fishermen included within the 1,190 tons. 
That situation must and will mean an increased quota for Greenland beginning in 1981. 
We stressed that very forcibly to the Canadian negotiating delegation,” says Lars 
Emil Johansen, 


No Fishing for Pleasure 


"Another argument for a higher quota is the gain in weight which the salmon achieve 
while in Greenland waters and from which the Canadian fisheries benefit. A third 
argument is the importance of salmon fishing for Greenland's fishing economy. 
Fishing for pleasure is not even mentioned," he says. 


A "Political" Quota 


"In the negotiations, | emphasized the fact that we Greenlanders regard the quota of 
1,190 tons as a quota which was dictated by political considerations. Nothing was 
said of a quota arrived at by biologdcal reasoning. The quota is extremely small by 
comparison with the actual incidence of salmon in Greenlandic waters, and the result 
undoubtedly is an increase in the salmon population. "I stressed to Canada that 
Greenland has a natural desire to share in the increase in the salmon population, 
which is attributable, in part, to the low quota and, in part to the fact that our 
unpolluted waters provide the salmon with fine conditions for growing ™ says 

Lars Emil Johansen. 


No Revision Took Place in 1977 


"I also stated that it was a condition, when the IGNAF agreement concerning the 1,190 
tons was accepted in 1972, that it should be revised after 5 years had passed, at 

the latest--that is, in 1977. The specific reason for that was that the effect of an 
adjustment in respect of an increased salmon population was to be considered. But 

no adjustment took place in 1977," Johansen says. 


Lars Emil Johansen adds that he called the attention of the Canadian negotiators to 
the fact that a considerable effort has been made in Greenland to improve control 
over salmon fishing. "I pointed out to the Canadians," he says, “that, in view of 
that fact, they can be sure that we will abide by any agreements we enter into. And 
anyway it is in Greenland's interest to protect the salmon population." 


A Later Beginning for the Season? 
“From our point of view, we Greenlanders are prepared to consider a later beginning 
of the salmon-fishing season if that can make the negotiations with Canada run more 


smoothly. That could wean that fewer salmon might be caught, within the same weight 
quota, before they are large," Johansen says. 
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Invitation to the Miniatry of Fisheries 


"The Canadian negotiating delegation arrived in Brussels with an absolutely definite 
political mandate. Therefore they were in no position to say to what extent our 
proposals could be accepted. But the Canadians did express their satisfaction at 
being able to negotiate directly with “the prime minister of Greenland and the 
minister of fisheries", as they called us. We repeated our invitation to the Canadia: 
miniecer of fisheries to visit Greenland. Iu fact, we are quite certain that we can 
agree on a reasonable convention if Canada gets a chance to gain an insight into the 
actual situation where salmon fishing in Greenland in concerned," says Lars 

Emil Johansen, 


Direct Negotions between Canada and Greenland 


Negotiations concerning a salmon agreement are now continuing in a working group which 
will hold its next series of meetings in Canada in the early part of 1981. Lars 

Pmil Johansen says that the Greenlanders have expressed a desire for direct 
negotiations with Canada, and for negotiations with the Canadian minister of fisheries, 
if possible. The Danish Government approves of that course of action.

GREENLANDERS' STAND ON SHRIMP WORRIES EC, NORWAY 
Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 22 Nov 80 p 29

{Text} "We want most of the shrimp along West 
Greenland for ourselves," demanded Greenland 
Council representatives in Brussels. If the 
Greenlanders stand firm, everything points to new 
problems in the fishing negotiations between 
Norway and EC, which will resume in Brussels 

1 December. 


Indeed, ocean researchers have not yet determined what the total shrimp quota along 
West Greenland will be next year, but most seem to think it will be about 29,500 
tons--the same as this year. In talks with EC-Commission members, the Greenlanders 
have said they want 28,000 tons for themselves. 


Norway's shrimp quota this year has been set at 2,500 tons and Canada has an equally 
large quota. At that, there will be a shortage of shrimp for Norwegian fishermen 
next year. According to informed sources, the Greenlanders are not at all prepared 
to grant fishing rights to countries outside the EC. They even want EC fishermen 
out of their territories. The latter might be somewhat difficult, especially con- 
sidering that EC countries pay the larger share of developing Greenland's fishing 
fleet. 


For many years Norway fished about 10,000 tons of shrimp in the Greenland area. 
Last year's catch was only 5,300 tons. If EC no longer has shrimp to offer Norway, 
it would undoubtedly affect the quotas which Norway offers EC north of the 62d 
parallel and perhaps also the industrial fishing in the North Sea. 


The Norway-EC fishing agreement presupposes a fishing balance between the two parties 
by the end of 1982. Prior to establishing the 200-mile fishing limit in 1977, EC 
fishermen fished considerably more in what is now the Norwegian zone than did 
Norwegian fishermen in what is now the EC zone. 


By adhering to the agreement, the parties should achieve a balance in the next 5 
years. Earlier this week, however, the fishing ministers from EC countries could 
not agree on this year's internal distribution of quotas, which actually must be 
established if negotiations with Norway are to succeed at all. EC's internal 
disorder--together with the possible loss of shrimp offers, could mean that EC 
fishermen would have to leave the Norwegian zone beginning as early as 1 January. 
In that case, Norwegian fishermen would also have to terminate their activities 
within the EC zone, but EC would stand to lose the most.

{Text} From 1 January all fishing vessels from the EEC countries will be escorted 
to land or escorted out of Norwegian waters if Norwegian coastguard vessels observe 
them within the Norwegian economic zone. From the same day all Norwegian fishing 
in EEC waters has also been forbidden. EEC fishermen will also be excluded from all 
fishing in the Norwegian zone around Jan Mayen Island. 


The background to this breakdown in the reciprocal fishing agreements between the 
nine EEC nations and Norway is the fact that the Council of Ministers has not suc- 
ceeded in agreeing on a joint fisheries policy for the EEC in 1981. 


“This means that we effectively have no means of regulating EEC quotas in the Nor- 
wegian zones and a total break is the only reasonable solution," the fisheries 
Minister's personal secretary Gunnar Pettersen told AFTENPOSTEN. The earlier agree- 
ments between the EEC and Norway were based on fishing that would provide similar 
economic profits for both sides, and for this reason Pettersen expects the break 

to be felt as keenly in Norway as in the EEC countries. 


Gunnar Pettersen does not expect relations with Iceland and the Faroes to be directly 
affected as a result of the new situation. He pointed out that Norway has negotiated 
separate agreements with each of the two countries, and he sees no reason why these 
should be affected by the break with the EEC. 


The announcement was made to Norwegian fishermen on Tuesday [29 December], but Pet- 
tersen thinks that both ERC and Norwegian fishermen have been so well informed of 
the situation that there will hardly be any critical confrontations between fishing 
vessels and the coastguard out at sea. 


On Tuesday regulations for fishing and catches for vessels from the Soviet Union, 
Sweden, the GDR and Poland were also finalized. Regulations concerning fishing by 
the GDR and Poland {fn the Jan Maven sone were also finalized. All regulations were 
fired a®rer negotiations Setween Sorway and the individual countries concerned. 


In the Jon Mayen fishing cone “or. the GDR and Poland have been allowed quotas of 
10,000 tons of pollack.

NORWAY-EEC FISHING DISPUTE--Fisheries Minister Eivind Bolle called upon the EEC's 
Council of Ministers on Thursday [8 January] to find a common fisheries policy,

“Because the EEC Council of Ministers will not meet until 26-27 January to discuss 
the fisheries agreement with Norway which allows reciprocal fishing in national

FISHING CONFLICT WITH EEC RESULTS IN AGREEMENT 
Fishermen Ousted From EEC Waters

[Text] Yesterday, French watch patrols indicated to 
Spanish fishermen that today they must abandon zone 
eight of the community waters, located between the 
southern boundary of the Capbreton depression (next 
to the Basque border) and the Breton coast. The major 
hake catches are made in this zone. 


The move caught the Basque shipowners by surprise, since it had been announced 
that the possible ban on fishing for this species in the waters of the EEC--at 
first anticipated for 1 December--would be delayed until 4 December, the date 
on which the community authorities had to answer the allegations of the Spanish 
delegation in Brussels. 


As soon as they learned of the action, the presidents of the shipowners’ asso- 
ciations from Pasajes (Guipuzcoa), Ondarroa (Vizcaya) and Norpesc sent an urgent 
telegram to the Fishing Headquarters of the Ministry of Agriculture requesting 
immediate information about the position they should assume in light of the 
requirement of the French patrols. There are some 90 fishermen from Basque 
ports working in zone eight, which equals the number of licenses available in 
Guipuzcoa and Vizcaya. 


Sources from the fishermen's union of Fuenterrabia (Guipuzcoa) noted, however, 
that until mid-afternoon yesterday the hake fishermen of this area who are dedi- 
cated to shallow water fishing, had not received any notice at all. 


On the other hand, yesterday the pickets organized by the shipowners to block 

the importation of fish products from community and Nordic countries disappeared. 
The withdrawal of the pickets was a result of the compromise by the association 
of wholesalers from Guipuzcoa, who agreed to suspend imports for several days 
until the final result of the negotiations in Brussels for licenses and the 
problem of catching hake is clarified. 
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The suspension of hake fishing in community waters until the last day of Decem- 
ber 1980 has been justified by the qualified authorities of the EEC since, 
according to the data provided by the Spanish shipowners themselves, the 
assigned quotas for the entire year have been exceeded by a wide margin. The 
allegations of the Spanish delegation are apparently based on the fact that 

the fleets of community countries have also gone over the quotas assigned to 
them in the EEC provisions for the current year. 


The interruption of hake fishing in community waters, together with the sus- 
pension of imports in Guipuzcoa, would cause the immediate cut off of supplies 
to the market during a period of great demand, as well as some very substantial 
economic Losses. 


Marcussen Mogens, head of the FEC commission devoted to fishing matters, stated 
yesterday on the program "0: Pesquera” on Radio San Sebastian, that he does 
not understand the attitude vhe Spanish Government in threatening to cut off 
imports of community fish ‘when this commission," he added, “still has not 
officially decided on the number of fishing licenses that it is going to 
authorize this year for Spain." 


Marcussen Mogens added that the Spanish bosses, who last Monday blocked the 
movement of community fish across the border at Irun, are “ignorant. about the 
issue and above all about the extremely serious consequences that their atti- 
tude may have for Spain, since not only are they blocking the movement of fish 
coming from the EEC, but also from other countries that have important fishing 
agreements pending to be signed with Spain." 


The community representative said in the same statements that he tried to get 
in touch with the Spanish ambassador to the EEC, Raimundo Bassols, to talk to 
him about these incidents, but he was unable to reach him because they informed 
him at the embassy that he was out of Brussels. 


Conflict Resolved 
Madrid Domestic Service in Spanish 1900 GMT 3 Dec 80 LD 


[Text] The fishing conflict between the EEC and Spain has been resolved. The 
EEC today granted Spanish fishermen an additional quota of 300 tons of hake 
which will permit them to fish until 31 December in zone 8, in the Gulf 
Ogascony. The EEC had told the Spanish Government that Spanish boats would 

not be able to fish after today because they had exceeded the quota of 12,000 
tons which they had been granted for the current year. With this decision by 
the EEC, which was made after a note from the Spanish Government, the ban on 
fishing is suspended. Spanish boats will be able to continue fishing normally 
throughout December due to the additional quota of 300 tons of hake and 600 tons 
of associated species which the EEC has just granted. 
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
